Because their population was far below the two powerful 
provinces in central Canada both the Maritimes and the 
West had less voting clout. The case western media might

If the energy crisis has given Alberta a lot of clout it 
is time we use it! 


Having lived in both eastern and western Canada, we

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British give go-ahead 


England-France tunnel 


The British government 
has given the go-ahead for 
building an undersea tunnel 
between England and France 

Subject to Parliament app- 
roving a bill to guarantee 
private loans for more than 
two-thirds of the cost of the 
next phase of the project, 
initial works will begin once 
an Anglo-French Treaty and 
an agreement with the devel- 
opers have been signed, Itis 
hoped to complete these for- 
malities before Nov. 15 this 
year, 

The new works approved, 
which will cost some 30 
million sterling, follow com- 
pletion of preparatory stud- 
ies. 

They will include provide 
ing access to the tunnel on 
both sides of the channel and 
starting the service tunnel, 
Completion date for this 
phase is early 1975.

is expected to start in the 
spring of 1975 after a fur- 
ther agreement has been sige 
ned between the two govyerne 
ments and the international 
group of companies that is 
financing and engineering 
the tunnel, 

Total cost of the tunnel by 
the time it opens in 1980 is 
likely to be 846 million, 
At least 84 million will be 
raised as risk capital: the 
rest will be private loans 
guaranteed by the British 
and French Governments, 
Government money will be 
called upon only if the pro- 
ject fails or is abandoned 
before completion, 

The British Government, 
in a report published on Sept. 
12, says while a Channel tun- 
nel had been talked of for 
more than a century, the lat- 
est studies form one of the 
most detailed examinations 
ever undertaken of a major 
project. 

“The project is feasible, 
it would be the best way to 
meet a growing need, and 


acceptable arrangements 
have been made to carry it 
out,’’ says the Report. 

It continues: ‘Britain 
cannot be economically and 
socially isolated from the 
Continent, By 1980 the tun- 
nel would be a physical re- 
cognition of our links with 
Europe, ’’ 

THROUGH RAIL SERVICES 

The government also says 
the tunnel should be linked 
to London by a high quality 
rail system so that the pot- 
ential for through rail sere 
vices to the main centres 
of Britain can be exploited, 
This will cost about 120 
million at present-day 
prices. 

The tunnel, which will run 
from a point near Folke- 
stone on the south east coast 
of England, to  Frethun, 
near Calais in France, is 
not seen as just a link be- 
tween Britain and the Euro- 
pean mainland. It will also 
be a key link in a European 
rail network, Eventually new 
high speed trains are expec- 
ted to use the tunnel to cut 
the London-Paris journey 
time to about two hours for- 
ty minutes, The London- 
Brussels journey time will 
be even less,

Teachers have Option To 
Retire At Age 


Bylaws enabling teachers 
to retire on full pension at 
age 55 are now being phased 
in, 

This year, a teacher who 
retires at age 55 or more 
with an age plus service 
index of 94 will receive a 
pension without reduction 
for age, This could be atea- 
cher who is 59 years old and 
has had 35 years of service, 

By 1975 a teacher retiring 
at age 55 with 35 years of 
service will receive amaxi- 
mum pension, This would be 
an index number of 90, Just 
three years ago this index 
number was 100, 

According to Education 
Minister Lou Hyndman, one 
important benefit of the new 
bylaw amendments under the 
Teachers’ Retirement Fund 
Act, is that a teacher with 
10 years or more service, 
is now eligible for animme- 
diate pension if he/she 
retires on or after his 55th 
birthday, 

Teachers retiring before 
age 55 will now be eligible 
for a deferred pension be-

amount of wheat and barley, 
There were lots of rumors 
regarding flaxseed sales

for top grade oats and 17¢ 
for 1 FD,, all basis Thund- 
er Bay, These figures will 
be reviewed monthly and re= 
vised upwards or downwards 
depending on the situation at 
that time. The Agriculture 
Products Board buying price 
under the new feed grains 
policy is based on the initial 
payment plus half of the 
Wheat Board’s estimated 
final payment and they have 
come up with a price of 
$1.98 for barley and $1.16 
for oats basis Thunder Bay, 
they have not as yet indica- 
ted a price for feed wheat, 
If the producers delivers his 
barley and oats tothe A PB, 
he will receive cash for his

However, even if the em- 
bargo was necessary, it 
should have been done diff. 
erently, The government 
displayed total ignorance 
about the problems involved 
in the movement and market- 
ing of western cattle, The 
embargo was slapped on 
right at the peak of the mar= 
kepting week without warn- 
ing, and near chaos result- 
ed. For the first time inhis- 
tory, public stockyards were 
closed down in an effort to 
restore some sort of order, 

Movement and marketing 
of western cattle is highly 
specialized, and any sudden 
interference in this proce- 
dure, especially from the 
federal level of government, 
can be critical and evendis- 
astrous. If the government 
had consulted with the trade 
before action was taken, then 
the effect on the markets 
could have been kept to a 
minimum, 

It was pointed out at the 
July conference that western 
wheat growers needed pro- 
tection from shutdowns of 
rail service from strikes, 
And yet, during the recent 
nation-wide rail strike, the 
government waited for sev- 
eral weeks before deciding 
to recall Parliament to get 
the trains moving again, 

For years the Province of 
Alberta has been urging the 
government to formulate 
some type of national energy 
policy, taking into account 
that natural resources are 
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with an electric dryer & washer

the property of the province 
in which they are located, 
Ottawa has refused so far to 
develop such a policy, pre: 
ferring instead to play it by 
ear, implementing ad hoc 
policies where and when it 
suits them, 

The latest example of this 
attitude was the {mposition 
of a 40 cent per barrel 
export tax on crude oil ship= 
ped from Alberta to the U.S, 
The United States is the lar- 
gest customer for Alberta 
crude, and besides the dane 
ger in jeopardizing this mar- 
ket for crude, the govern- 
ment’s action was a direct 
attack on the provincial sov- 
ereignty of Alberta, 

This was not a policy ime 
plemented on anational scale, 
Alberta was obviously sing- 
led out, and the export tax 
was imposed without even 
the decency of consultation 
with the provincial govern- 
ment, Premier Lougheed 
responded by saying that it 
appeared to be ‘‘the most 
discriminatory action taken 
by a federal government age 
ainst a particular province 
in the entire history of con- 
federation,’’ 

I agree with the premier 
wholeheartedly, Western 
problems do not appear to be 
of any interest to the govern- 
ment in Ottawa, and in fact 
we are being singled out for 
discriminatory treatment 
over and over again, Pre- 
mier Lougheed has announ- 
ced that he is taking action 
to protect the interests of 
Alberta and of Albertans, 
He is right, and I serve not- 
ice here and now that, whate 
ever Premier Lougheed de= 
cides to do, 1 am behind him 
one hundred per cent,
